The great combinations o/ 
capital, to the extent that they control 
certain lines of production, exercise 
arbitrary powers over all who are en- 
gaged in those lines of production or 
in the distribution of the products. 
They make prices at their pleasure, 
and the small dealer bas no choice but 
to submit or be driven out of business. 
The retailer must look to the consumer 
for reimbursement, if the arbitrary 
prices fixed by the trust are extortion- 
ate—and they are often so. Thus the 
consumer suffers and the trust grows 
richer by thousands or by millions, as 
the case may be. 

These latter-day combinations, as 
they are conducted, are in many if not 
in most cases, a source of injury to the 
public in that they operate in restraint 
of trade; that is, they interfere with

A panic ensued, but only 
two persons were seriousiy injured, 
Joseph Speidier, a fireman, and Emil

CALIFORNIA STATE MINING BU- 
REAU ISSUES A BULLETIN. 


More Appropriations Wanted for 
Debris Dams—Mill Run for the Golden 
Eagle—Copper Statistics—Mojave Dis- 
trict—Mining Notes.

The California State Mining Bureau 
has issued Bulletin No. 20. It is @ 
synopsis of a general report, to be is- 
sued later, on the progress of the min- 
eral industry in ‘California for the 
four years ended December, 1899, and 
was written by O. L. Watts, State Mine 
Examiner. In his letter tranamitted to 
the Governor of California, Mr. Watts 


says: 

“The object of this bulletin is 
to show in general terms the condi- 
tion of the mining Industry of Cal- 
ifornia, the rate of ite advance and the 
lines along which the advance has been 
made since 18986, together with the 
relative importance of the various min- 
eral products.” 

This bulletin is the first official re- 
port of any kind that has been issued 
by the State government on the min- 
eral industry of California since the 
year 1896, a fact that makes it particu- 
larly valuable. 

DEBRIS DAMS. 

An effort is going to be made at thé 
present session of the Legislature to 
pass a bill appropriating $150,000 to- 
ward the construction of débris dama, 
the Federal government to be asked 
to appropriate a like sum toward the | 
same purpose. The latter has already 
appropriated $250,000 for that object 
ar” the State has done the same, mak- 
Ing $500,000 already appropriated for 
the construction of 4é@bris dams in 
California. Not any of this money has 
been yet expended, it being believed 
that it would be better to get the 
whole amount of $900,000 appropriated 
before entering into apy contracts for 
the building of these dams. Those who 
are well qualified to speak concerning 
this say that it is better to wait until! 
the whole amount required has been 
appropriated, because when these dams 
are bulit it is absalutely necersary that 
thev accomplish the purpose for which 
they will be designed—that of restrain- 
ing the débris consequent upon hy- 
draulic mining—and to better insure 
this the dams will require the full ex- 
penditure of $900,000. The mining men 
should, and they no doubt will, make 
it their business to see that the con- 
struction of them will be in strict ac- 
cordance with the specifications, for 
should they be imperfectly constructed 
it would redound to the injury of the 
mining men, as it weuld put a stopper 
on hydraulic mining. 


GOLDEN EAGLE. 


The Riverside (Cal) Enterprise 
states that a shipment of a carioad 
of ore from the Golden Eagie mine, 
West Riverside, is going to be made 
to the smelting works at San Fran- 
cisco so as to have the ore tested in 
a large way.

AUTOMOBILE MOWER. 


Model Exhibited at the French Ex- 
position is Now Being Manufactured 


at a Moderate Figure. 
BPRCIAL OF THE TIMES} 
NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—An enormous 
future seems to be In store for horze- 
less farm machinery, and when farmers 
realize that their machinery can be 
ropelled o# efficiently as by borses, at 
oxpenge, by hydro-carbcn motocra, 
a vast field will be opened for manu- 
facturers. Already experiments are re- 
ing made in this direction. One of the 
most suggc«etive llustrations of auto. 
mobile propu sion at ‘the Paris Exposi- 
tion was a mowing machine worked by 
a double cylinder, ten-horse-power gas- 
oline engine. The oll tank was divided 
mto three compartments, one for oll, 
ono for batteries. and one for water. 
Power was transmitted from the motor 
sprocket wheels and chain to a fric- 
tion clutch, placed on the cross-shaft of 
the mower. The clutch was 8 ar- 
ranged .as to engage eith:r one beveled- 
gear wheel or another placed on each 
side. The machine could thus be run 
backward and forward at will. The 
beveled-grar wheels engazed a pinion, 
which served to operate the flywheel 
shaft and cutter bar. y alao trans- 
mitted power to the mower wheels, 
through two gear avheels.

Statistics Being Collected 
Their Use in Our Industrial Arts and

However, I have thrown the 
responsibility of an answer upon the 
people of Oxnard. Perhaps the Wash- 
ington inquirer is thinking of celery 
planting, for indeed they do plant the 
celery seed in beds and later transplant 
to the field. The only sugar beet piant- 
ing I have seen was in field rows, thé 
seed drilled with machines directly 


where the beets were to grow to ma- / 


turity. If the growers at Oxnard have 
a better way, as the Waverly writer 
says they have, the readers of The 
Times would be pleased to jearn some- 
thing of it. As to the time of planting 
beet seed, it would be about correct to 
say that the proper time “is February, 
March, April and May. In the regions 
of light rainfall, of course the plant- 
ing season early and not so long 
continued as in localities where the lit- 
tle plants have moisture enough during 
any of the months indicated to bring 
them along without drying out. There 
seems to be no particular time for 
planting beet seed during the spring 
months, ae it is regulated by the class 
of soll, climate and the diversity 
necessary to keep the factories run 
ning from the field supplies without 
resorting to storage. - .

The continuity of the 
underground water supplies proves that 
the process of infiltration will be slow 
for the next year or so, no matter how 
much rainfall we have. In the mean 
time we can wait for the artesian wells 
to burst forth and begin to flow before 
taking measures to cap them.

FORESTRY. 
N ALL ages the oak has been em- 
blematic of strength and longevity, 
and I think inquiry would show how 
much in all ages nations owe their 
their forests, When 
Venice was the commercial center of 
the world and her ships carried her 
goods to all lands beneath the sun, 
surely the magnificent oak forests on 
the forests on the shores of the Adri- 


ing of her fleet, on which her pros- 


had been destroyed, were not the seeds 
of national decay already sown? 

In the consular reports on forestry, 
issued at Washington, we may read 
how the greed of mankind, regardless 
of results, destroyed the forests on 
the shores of the Mediterranean, with 
the same merciless energy which had 
been displayed in the destruction 
of forests along the shores of our 
American rivers and mountain slopes. 
There are now no forests In the coun- 
try around Trieste, and the name of 
“karst,’ or desert, has been given to 
this region, which in the memory of 
man pow living was covered with 
dense oak forests. The Austrian gov- 
ernment has now enacted rigid forest 
laws, and when too late, has com- 
menced to replant these desert regions. 

investigation might also shew how 
England by caring for her oak for- 
ests, maintained her commercial su- 
premacy. in America the first forest 
reserves were for the purpose of pre- 
serving oak forests for the building 
up of. the Amberican navy. These, 
however, have been abandoned. In 
France the naval authorities reserve 
the right to cut oak timber on all for- 
est timber lands, allowing a reason- 
tbie value for the same. @ may also 
note that the most progressive nations 
are the most active in forest preser- 
vation. Germany, England, France 
and Austria have enacted rigid laws 
for the protection of forests against 
the reckiess greed of mankind, and 
on public and private land, encourage 
and maintain tree planting. Here also 
in America the government has taken 
the firat steps by reserving large 
tracts of timber land from public set- 
tlement, and we may hope soon to see 
the inauguration of a forest system 
for the preservation and replanting of 
these tracts. In commencing the - 
vestigation of oak forests @e are of 
with the difficulty of planting, uniike 
most forest trees which succéted well 
when planted out one or two years 
should have the acorn 
planted where the tree is intended to 
grow permanently. And during the 
first two years the young trees are sub- 
ject to ravages of animals and neg- 
lect. Also exception has been taken 
to their slow growth. This, howpver, 
does not apply to California. Intro- 
duced oaks grow much faster t in 
the Kastern States. Those planted in 
Elysian Park have in the last two ér 
three years made a growth of from 
four to eight feet, which in the Fast 
would have required six to eight years. 

The oek forests of the Pacific Slope 
have been overshadowed by the mag- 
nificeence and extent of redwood and 
pine forests, but the discovery and 
elaboration of the Pacific Coast oaks 
gave many new and valuable timber 
trees to the world; also demonstrating 
by their abundance and vigorous 
growth how well Celifornia is suited to 
oak culture. Owing, however, to 
their exceptional value for tan bark 
and firewood, and that they generally 


accessible cafions, they have been 
recklessiy destroyed. 

Though oaks perhaps succeed best 
when grown from the acorn, they do 
well when trees one or two years 


were procured from eastern nursery- 
men-about three years ago, and an es- 
pecially interesting collection was set 
out Inet’ year in the new park in the 
southwest portion of the city.

Trees from dry re- 
gions on the dryer hill slopes, and 
those from molest regions in the rich 
valleys. Many of the blue gums and 
Monterey pines could well be spared. 
Surely, in place of some new elaborate 
design in carpet bedding, the planting 
of a group of rare trees ig more 
importance. If the funde are not suffi. 
clent for both, surely planting which 
when once done adds so much to the 
future beauty and interest of our 
parks, is of more importance. than 
some elabovate design, which hag to 
be renewed each six months. 

In eastern parks and ornamental!

THE VINEYARD. _ 
Uncle Sam Helps Grape Growers, 


WELVE years ago the Agricut- 
tural Department began the work 

of plant diseases in a small way, 

its efforts at first being devoted to a 
few of the more important diseases of 
fruits. ‘In the beginning the investi- 
gations were confined to the laboratory, 
it being recognized that before any 
practical results could be secured in the 
field knowledge must be obtained as 
to the nature of the diseases it was in- 
tended to combat. At the time this 
work was undertaken the growing of 
grapes for market was being aban- 
doned in many sections on account of 
black rot. The work of the department 
showed that this disease was due to @ 
fungus. Furthermore, it showed how 
the fungus lived from year to year, and 
how part of the time ite growth is con- 
fined to the living berries on the vine 
and part of the time to the old, dried 
and shriveled fruits which fall to the. 
ground. The latter, it was found, fur- 
nish the means of starting the pest an- 
other season, and thus the miore the 
rotten berries accumulate on the 
ground the more danger there is of fn- 
fections the next year. Possessing these 
facts, it remained to diseover some 
means of protecting the grape from the 
parasite in a way ‘that would be suf- 
ficiently cheap and practical to wgrrant 
its adoption by. prape growers 
selves. The only way to accomplish 
this object was by work in the vine- 
yards. This work was inaugurated and 
eventually it was proved by the proper 
use of various solutions sprayed upon 
the vines the latter would not be in- 
jured in the least, but the attacks of 
the fungus would in large part be pre- 
vented, To reduce ,the operation to a 
ractical basie mang difficulties had to 

e overcome. The question of a suita- 
ble apparatus wes a difficult one, as few 
manufacturers are willing to put a ma- 
chine on the market without some as- 
surance that there would be a demand 
for it. That these obstacles were over- 
come, however, and that the work was 
a@ success is shown by the widespread 
application of the results obtained. For. 
the first few years, despite the widely- 
published statements concerning the 
work, it was dificult to get growers to 
undertake it. Men were actually paid 
to spray their vines in order that the 
results might be utilized as an object 
lesson for others. Five years @fter the 
first successful treatment of biack 
rot, however, carefully-collected data 
showed that there we.e over fifty thou- 
sand grape growers treating their vines 
in accordance with the directions issued 
by the department. The industry, 
which for years hed languished or been 
abandoned in many sections, was re- 
vived, and, as was) stated by the viti- 
cultural rt connected with the 
eleventh census, the work of the De- 
partment of Agricriture has practically 
revolutionized grape culture in many 
sections. 

Arrangemente were made at one time 
with about three hundred grape grow- 
ers to plan their work so as to obtain 
as definite facts as possible in regard 
to the actual money value of the opera- 
tions carried out under the directions 
of the department, It was found that 
the treated virles yielded on an average 
$0 ner cent. more fruit than the un- 
treated, and that the actual gain as a 
result of the work ranged all the way 
from $20 to $150 per acre. The agegre- 
gate gain, as estimated by the entire 
three hundred growers Was something 
over $20,000, while the expense, includ- 
ing labor and cost of all materials uved, 
did not exceed $2000.—[Ainsiee’s Maga- 
zine.

Classification of Dairy Products at 
Buffalo, 

A: t summer at Buffalo, there 

promises to be a large exhibit of 

butter and cheese. In butter there will 

be sections for dairy, creamery and 


fancy packages for ornamental dis- 


plays, It will-be judged on the follow- 
ing points: Flavor, 45; grain, 25, color, 
15: salting, 10; package and finish, 5. 
Exhibits of butter or cheese scoring 
100 points will receive an award of 
the first class, while exhibits scoring 
9 points or above will receive a di- 
ploma on which the number of points 
scored will be shown. 

All cheese will be divided inte two 
classes: That made previous to Jan- 
uary 1 and that made during the pres- 
ent year, and will be judged on the 
following points: Home-trade cheese, 
flavor, 60; texture and body, 25; color. 
15; finish, 10. Export cheese, flavor 
45; texture and body, 30; color, 15, and 
finigh 10. There are twenty-one sections 
for cheese, which includes cheddars for 
home trade and export, mediums, 
flats, Younhe America, domestic, Swiss, 
brick, dairy, pineapple, sage and 
other fancy cheeses.—( Farmer.

The teredo has played_such havoc 
with the piling of the Santa Fé wharf, 
gays the Builder and Contractor, at 
Point Richmond, that the company 
has concluded to rebuild tt.

ARIZONA MINING. 


Active Operations and Rapid Develop- 
ment in Mohave County—Some Pros- 


pects Turning Out Rich. 
CHLORIDE (Ariz.,) Jan. 26.—{Regu- 
Correspondence. } Nearly all the 
machinery is in place for the new con- 
centrating plant at the Tennessee mine 
and the mill is expected to be treating 
ore by February 15. There is a large 
tonnage of ore on the dump awaiting 
the starting of the new reduction plant, 
and while this = so, great quantities 
of ore continue to come up from the 
lower workings of the mine. The ore 
bodies below maintain a very even and 
general site, and if there is any differ- 
ence in the quality of late, it is richer. 
The Elkhart mine is cross-cutting 
on three levels, and is also deepening 
the shaft, which is now 480 feet. Ore 
is hoisted from all the levels as well as 
from the shaft, and forces of men are 
now put on to work all the stopings, 
which will aggregate a large number 
of employés. The 200-ton concéntrat- 
ing plant belonging te the mine is be- 
ing placed in readiness to begin reduc- 
tion by February 1, and, like the Ten- 
nessee mine, already has a large 
amount on hand to commence with. 
J. FP. Finegan, Al Conkey and Fred 
Leonard are making a producing mine 
of the Empire. The cross-cut in which 
a fine and rich body of ore was discov- 
ered recently, is developing into a bo- 
nangzga. They are now preparing their 
first carload to ship, which they fee! 
satisfied will net them $600 a ton, but 
are averse to talking about it. The Em- 
pire is an old and abandoned silver 
mine, being worked over under bond 
and lease, and formerly it produced 
large and rich quantities of ore, which 
was sent to the San Francisco market 
by water. Messrs. Finegan, Conkey & 
Leonard have had a great deal of 
work performed before arriving at the 
ore bodies, which are in two differ- 
ent places. They feel now, however, 
that their enterprise will be a success, 
and are justified now, with the ore out 
and in sight, t6 make the first pay- 
ment on the mine. 
The ten-stamp mill at the Merrimac 
mine, which has been treating the old 
dumps from the Connor and Minnesota 
mines for some time past, is well 
through with its work, and will 
begin on ore from the Merrimac. The 
ore bodies in this mine are magnificent 
in size and richness, and the company 
is now considering more capacity for 
the reduction of ores. This will be 
either the addition of twenty or Bi 
stamps, and also more 1 be 
opened jn the mine to increase the. out- 


put of ore. 


Since work began on the Mollie Gib- 
son mine, a few weeks ago, the shaft 
has been going through a solid body of 
high-gratle tead-silver ore, that will 
average in carload lote 125 ounces of 
silver to the ton. The shaft is down in 
this fine body of cre about 130 feet, and 
a lead was made and run at the 19- 
Zoot point of sirking, ore of the same 
character coming out al! along. The 
shaft Is to be driven 600 feet “to see 
how much mine I've got,” Mr. Frank, 
the owner said, and accordingly he has 
made all arrangements. This will open 
up @ great amount of Stopping terri- 
tory, and it is estimated that 200 men 
will be employed there within a few 
months. 

E. T. Jox, who is managing and 4i- 
recting work on the Connor and Minne- 
sota mines, is having many irmprove- 
mente made on both properties before 
actual development work begins. 

The Lucky Boy mine is, as it bas 
done for many months past, taking the 
lead in the production and shipping of 
rich ore, running from 160 to 399 oun 
silver to the ton. The mine is work- 
ing about forty-five men, but this num- 
ber is constantly increasing. 

W. J. Rickell, a local assayer, has 
just returned from a three weeks’ pros- 
pecting trip in Gold Basin dietrict, 
and brought with him a mumber of rich 
gold specimens of quartz taken from 
locations -he made and prospected.

BY LOS ANGELENOS. 


PRESIDENT OF COMPANY TALES 
‘ABOUT NEW PROPERTIES. 


Fifty-thousand-dollar Undertaking by 
Local Capital in Arizona—Neighbors 
of the United Verde—Money Already 
Taken Out of the Mines. 


R. A. Thomas returned yesterday 
from Jerome, Afiz., where he has been 
actively engaged in pushing the de- 
velopment of the properties of the 
Mingus Mountain Copper Company, of 
which he is corporation president. 


will some day be the greatest min- 
eral-producing territory in the world,” 
said Mr. Thomas. 

"Since 189 the copper production of 
Arizona has risen from 47,000,000 
pounds to 124000,000 in 1899, an in- 
crease of 160 
the increage in the Lake ®t; erior re- 
gion and Montana combined. Twenty 
years ago almost the entire produc- 
tion of copper was from Lake Superior. 

“There is great activity in the Je- 
rome region at present, and some big 
developments, are sure to follow. There 
are now moré¢ than twenty corporations 
}at work about Jerome, aside from the 
great United Verde. Mom of these are 
doing development work and employ 
only from ten to fifteen men, while the 
(inited Verde alone employs from 1200 
to i4v0 men. This great army is largely 
employed about the smelter and in 
handling the ore in other capacities, 
only about fifty being emplayed as 
miner>. In development work it is 
not practi(able to work more than 
about fifteen men. 

“as for our own properties, the Min- 
gus mine if tocated about six miles 
from the United Verde, and the Black 
Hills mine about one mile from the 
same great property. In the two open- 
ings we have twenty-five men at work, 
and in the past nine months we have 
taken out a great deal of ore. At a 
depth of about two hundred feet we 
have crosscut forty feet into the ledge, 


some very rich mineral. We found ore 
ht at the surface, and in every foot 


been piling up ore, which will more 
than pay for the work of development. 

“Yes.” sald Mr. Thomas, “it has cost 
us a considerable sum of money, but 
we havé shown ou? confidence in it by 
putting in over $50,000. We have paid 
every dollar of it and have money to 
push the work right along. 

“We have hed many assays of the 
ore from the Mingus and all show it 
to be a wonderful strike. They have 
all run from 5 to 17 per cent. copper. 
The best ore run 1°38 ounces of silver, 
$3 in gold and 17 per cent. copper. All 
the assays have been made by Charlies 
Nathhorst of Jerome. The silver 
2icne would make tt a paying propo- 
sition. The copper, in ore of this grade, 
is worth $58 to the ton. 

“In the Black Hilla we have ore 
that runs 30 per cent. copper, but it 
carries neither gold ‘nor sfiver. The 


te be 8 per cent. copper, with neither 
silver nor gold, and everybody knows 
what a big paying proposition that is.

The committee 
reported unanimously in favor of such 
purchase, arguing, as does Mr. Han- 
ford, that it would immediately reduce 
the amount of money necessary to be 
raised by taxation, would be a great 
economy over leasing, and in the end 
the city would own the water. The 
city is now paying $4950 each year 
for the lease of the water. If 4 per 
cent. bonds are issued in the sum of 
$60,000, the price of the water under 
the present option, payable at the 
rate of $1500 a year, the total payment 
for the first year would be $2400 inter- 
est and one bond of $1500, or $3900,
